Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000.

The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
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general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention.

Where 
elements or groups of elements, compounds, and processes, which are 
conventional and generally widely known in the field of the invention 
described and their exact nature or type is not necessary for an 
understanding and use of the invention by a person skilled in the art, they 
should not be described in detail. However, where particularly 
complicated subject matter is involved or where the elements, 
compounds, or processes may not be commonly or widely known in the 
field, the specification should refer to another patent or readily available 
publication which adequately describes the subject matter. 

(j) Claim or Claims : See 37 CFR 1 .75 and MPEP § 608.01 (m). The claim or 
claims must commence on separate sheet or electronic page (37 CFR 
1 .52(b)(3)). Where a claim sets forth a plurality of elements or steps, each 
element or step of the claim should be separated by a line indentation.

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure.

It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title.

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the length of the Abstract is 
too short to accurately convey Applicant's invention. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Title 

5. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: MICROBICIDAL AGENT AS AN INDUSTRIAL 
MATERIAL PROTECTANT. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 and 112 2 nd paragraph 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, 
or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

6. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation of a 
use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
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35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 4-5 provide for the use of a mixture of CMC and MIT, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where it 
merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is actually 
practiced. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 2 nd paragraph 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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8. Claim 3 recites the limitation "the solvents or solvent mixtures, extenders, 
surfactants" in the claims. Claims 5, 7, 8 and 9 recite the limitation "aqueous industrial 
products" and "aqueous functional fluids," in claim 5, "the industrial materials" in claims 
5, 7 and 8 and "industrial material" in claim 9. Claim 8 recites "the individual active 
compounds." 

There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claims. 

9. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is unclear whether or not the parenthetical subject matter around the phrase 
"CMC" and "MIT" in instant claims 1 and 2 are intended to be claim limitations. The 
presence of parenthesis leaves the Examiner to question the meaning of the invention 
Applicant claims, thereby rendering the subject matter of the instant claim unclear. 

10. Claims 1-2 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The phrase " characterized in " in instant claim 7 render the claims unclear. The 
phrase "characterized in" is an open-ended phrase that leaves the Examiner to question 
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what unrecited elements the limitation will read on. The metes and bounds of the instant 
subject matter are unclear. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

1 1 . Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
DeMarco ("DaimlerChrysler Bans Biocide" 2002, Lube Report , volume 2, Issue 41, 
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Internet pages), in view of Menne et al. ( Hand Eczema . Chapter 21 : "Occupational 
Dermatitis by Metalworking Fluids," 2000, CRC Press Inc., Second Edition, Pages 235- 
249). 

DeMarco teaches the use of an isothiazolone (e.g., Kathon) and a PCMC (e.g., 
p-chloro-m-cresol) in the fluid formation (paragraph 5, last sentence) of metalworking 
fluids (1 st paragraph, 1 st sentence) in an attempt to control biomass formation 
(paragraph 10, 1st sentence) comprising microorganisms (paragraph 9, next to last 
sentence). 

Demarco does not specifically teach the identity of the isothiazolone or the types 
of fluid used in metalworking or the concentrations of the biocides. 

Menne et ai. teaches the different types of metalworking fluids (MWF) can be 
soluble oils and neat oil. Soluble oils are water soluble and neat oils are mineral oils in 
metalworking fluids (page 237, under Types of MWF, 1 st paragraph). Menne et al. 
teaches the addition of a biocides help clean the machinery (page 238, 2 nd paragraph, 
2 nd sentence). Menne et al. also teaches that common biocides are 2-methyl-4- 
isothiazolin-3-one and p-chloro-m-cresol (Page 240, Table 21.3, Group II and III). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, in view of the 
teachings of DeMarco and Menne et al., that a composition, a method of preparation 
and a method of use of an isothiazolone and p-chloro-m-cresol to treat biomass 
formation in functional fluids and industrial products would be aqueous solutions that 
would act as a solvent in the solution matrix. In addition, it would have also been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art, that given the relatively few choices of Kathon 
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available in Table 21 .3 of the Menne et al. reference for commonly used biocides for 
metalworking fluids, it would be reasonable to assume the isothiazolone contains 2- 
methyl-4-isothiazolin-3-one. Furthermore, because both isothiazolone alternatives exist 
within the same grouping, it would have been reasonable to expect the compositions 
are suitable equivalents. 

Generally, differences in concentration or temperature will not support the 
patentability of subject matter encompassed by the prior art unless there is evidence 
indicating such concentration or temperature is critical. "[W]here the general conditions 
of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, it is not inventive to discover the optimum or 
workable ranges by routine experimentation." In reAller, 220 F.2d 454, 456, 105 USPQ 
233, 235 (CCPA 1955) (Claimed process which was performed at a temperature 
between 40°C and 80°C and an acid concentration between 25% and 70% was held to 
be prima facie obvious over a reference process which differed from the claims only in 
that the reference process was performed at a temperature of 100°C and an acid 
concentration of 10%.). Therefore, no more than routine experimentation would have 
been necessary to one of ordinary skill in the art to arrive at a working ratio of CMC to 
MIT to control microbial biomass. 

Therefore, the teachings of DeMarco, in view of Menne et al., render the claimed 
invention obvious. 

No claims are allowed.
